Up Over 1955 


Some 5500 tax bills were mailed 
last weekend, according to Tax 
Collector James Christie. 

They were valued at $1,314,- 
363, 

At the same time, personal 
property tax bills amounting to 
$165,032.04 were mailed. 

Christie said this year’s real’ 
estate taxes will being in $230,- 
362.31 more than the 1955 real 
estate taxes. The total value last, 
year was $1,084,000.69, 

Income from personal property 
taxes also is up over the 1955 
value. Last year those taxes to- 
talled $143,432.92 or $21,599.12 
less than this year. 

Christie estimated that 2700 in- 
dividuals received the tax bills. 
A bill is made out for each par- 
cel of property, he explained, so 
that many persons receive several 
bills, 

This year’s tax break-down, as 
printed on the bills, shows $23.01 
per thousand for schools and 
$36.99 for general use, for a to- 
tal tax rate of $60 per thousand.

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McKeon Is Sea pegoat 


We rather sympathize with Sgt. Matthew Mcheon, the 


Marine now on trial because six recruits drowned during 
an after-dark forced march which he ordered. 

While all of us are sorry for the families of the recruits, 
should we make Mcheon the scapegoat? 

Many men who have served a hitch in the Marines will 
tell you that harsh training measures are nothing new to 
the Corps. That, in large part, is how the corps created 
its ability to fight better than most other groups of men. 
Marines are tough and have pride in their superior fighting 
ability, their ability to meet most emergency situations 
with credit to themselves and the country. 

While we may not condone the harsh, strict measures 
taken at Marine recruit training centers, should we now 
punish Mcheon for taking measures — partly disciplinary, 
partly training — that have been the rule at Parris Island? 

While it is not our custom to comment very often on 
affairs outside our own borders, we do believe that jus- 
tice will not be done if the court martial finds Mcheon 
guilty and sentences him to the brig and a less-than- 
honorable discharge. 

On only one point do we take issue — if Mcheon is 
proven to have been under the influence of alcohol then 
he deserves to be punished. Not for the type of maneuver
